the Thebane, would ſhew to his 
Schollers, muſtrians of all forts 
gooc and bad, inſtructing them 
tofollow the one and nottheo- 
ther. And this is that which the 
Apalogy.. teller of a Certaine 
| Coun- 
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like her ſ{clte, gor many faireand 
beautifull pictures, which» ſhee 
did dayly and ſtedtaſtly-behold: 
tte meaning whereot- is; that by 
ſetting betore us the afts and 
lives of excellent men, it is the 
readieſt way to faſhion our qua- 
lities according tothe ſame: 
Hereupon Cicero doth rightly 
call Hiſtory the witnefle of times, 
the light oftruth, the life of me- 
mory, and the meſſenger of an- 
tiquity, Hercby wee are armed 
againlt all the rage and raſhneſle 
of Fortune: and hereby wee may 
ſeeme ( in-regard of the know- 
ledge of things) to have. travel- 
ledinall Countries,to have lived | 
inallages,and to have beene con-

hard favoured, and tearing leaſt 
ſhee ſhould bring forth children 


yeriant in all affaires, Neither

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A. P. To the Reader, 
is that the leaſt benefit of Hiſto- 
ry, that it preſcrveth eternally, 
both the glory of good men, and 
ſhame of cvill. Some Philoſo. 
phers doe deny, that glory is to 
bee deſired : for vertue ({ay they) 
is a reward unto it ſclfe, and muſt 
not bee reſpected for the yaine 
and titular blaſtes of glory : yet 
in writing theſe things, they at- 
te& that eſpecially , which they 
eſpecially deprave, And indeed 
there is no man hath ſo horny 
hart- ſtrings, (as Perſizs ſpeaketh) 
who is not tickled with ſome 
pleaſure of praiſc, againetherc is 
no man of ſo flinty a forehead, 
who is not touched with ſome 
feare of infamy and ſhame.

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| Realme : for they that have cquall dig- 
| nity of birth and bloud, can hardly 
ttoope to termes of ſoveraignty, but | 
| upon every ofter ct occalion will | 
| aſpire to endure, rathcr no <quall then 
any ſuperiour, and for th: moſt part, 
the hatred of thoſe that arc necrelt 
in kind, is moſt di{pitctull. and deadly 
if it once breake forth. The feare of 
this humour cauſed Romulzs, to im- 
brew the foundations o' the City and 
Empire of Rome, with the bloud of 
bis brother Rewws. According to 
which cxample,the Tyrants of Twrkse, 
| thoſe butchers, of Sathan, doe com- 
| monly at this day begin their raigne, 
with the death and ſlaughter of all 
their brethren 
Prince. Edward. the thunderbolt 
of Warre in his tume,, dycd during the 
hte of his father. And although, hee 
| was cut oft 1a the middle couric, and 
| principall ftrength of his age, yet in 
| reſpeRt of honour and fame, hee lived 
with the longeſt, hayi”g in all parts 
fulfilled the meaſurc ot true Novility, 
| Hee left behind him a young Sonne 


| called 


— 
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| called Richard, who after the death of 
| King Edward, was crowned King in 
| kis ſtcad, and afterward dycd child- 
| leſle; 

| William of Hatfiel{King Edward; 
| ſecond Sonne, dyed allo without iflue, 
| leaving no other memory of his name, 
| but the mention onely. 

Lionel Dake of Clarence, the third 
Sonne of King Edward, was a man of 
| comely c, of ſpecch and pace 
ſtately, mor qualities of a mildle 
temperature, neither to bee admitted 
| nor contemned, as rather vcid ofill 

rts,then furniſhed with good, Hee 
ad. iſſue Philip his onely Daughter, 
who was joyned in marriage to Ed- 
mund Mortimer, Earle of March : Who 
| inthe Parliament holden in the eight 
yeare of the raigne of King Richard, | 
was in theright of his Wite, ceclared 
Heire app3rant to the Crowne, in caſe 
the King ſhould die without Chil- 
dren; but not many yeares after hee 
dycd, leaving iflue by the faid Philp, 
Roger Mortimer Earle of Mach, 


' This Roger was flainc in the rude and 
| tumul- 
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tumultuous Warres of Ireland , and 
had iſſlne Edmund, Anne, and Elinor, 
| Edmund and Eliner died without 
iflue, Anne was marricd to Richard 
Earle of Cambridge, Sonne to Edmund 
of Langley Duke of Yorke , the fift 
Sonne of King Edward. Ot theſe two 
came Richard Plantagenct Duke of 
Yorke : who by the right devolved to 
him from his Mother , made open 
claime to the Crowne of Fugland, 


| (which was then poſſeſſed by the fa- 


mily of Laxcafter ) firſt by Law, in the 


| Parliament holden the thirticth yeare 


of the Raigne of King Hemyy the (ixt; 
where either by right or by favour, 
bis cauſe had ſuch furtherance, that af+ 
ter King Hemry (bould dic, the Crown 
was entailed to him,and to the Heires 
of his bloud for ever. But the Duke 
impatient to linger inhope, choſe ra- 
ther to endure any danger, then ſuch 


armcs ſoone after, againſt King Heryy 
inthe facld. But being carried further 
by courage, then by torce, hee could 
beare through, hee was laine at the

battaile of #Waksſi-1d, and left his title 
to Edward his cldcit Sonne: who with 
invincible perfiita.iice did profſceute | 
thecaterprrſc, and after great varicty 
of tortuac at the laſt atchicyed it. | 
Tobs of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, 
the toarth Sonne of King Edward the 
third, was a man of high and hardy | 
Spirit,but his fortunc was many times 
not anſwerable, cither to his force or 
to his forecaſt. Hee had two Sonnes 
Henry Earle of Derby ( of whom 1 
_— chiefly to treat ) and 7ohn | 
Earle of Somerſet. This John was Fa- 
ther to John Duke of Somerſet , who 
had iſzue Margaret, Countclse of 
Richmond mother to the Noble Prince, 
Henry the ſeventh, | 
Henry Plantagen't Earle of Derby, 
Was likewiſe - his Mother a 
extratod from the bloud of Kings, 
being diſcended from Edmwnnd, the 
ſecond Sonne of King Hemry the 
third : by which line , the Dutchy of 
Lancaſter did eccreve unto his houlc. 
Hee was a man of meane ftaturc, well 
proportioned ,” and formally com- - 
pact, 
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&, of good (trcngth and agility of 
fody, $4ltull in armes, and ofa read 
diſpatch : joyntly ſhewing himelfe 
both earneſt and adviſed in all his 


| aRtions. Hee was quick and preſent 
| [in conceit, forward m attempt, coura- 


gions in execution , and molt times 
fortunate in cvent. There was no' 
great place of imployment and 
charge, which hee would not rather 
affe& tor glory, then refuſe cither for 
perill, or for paincs; and in ſervice hee 


| often proved himſelfe not onely a 


Skilfull Commander by giving dirc- 
Rions : but alſo a good Souldier in u- 
ſing his weapon, adventuring further 
in perſon ſometimes , then policy 
would permit;rhis expences were li- 
berall and honourable, yet not cxcec- 
ding the meaſure of his receipts; hee 
was very courteous and farmliar re- 
ſpeftively towards all men. whereby 
hce procured great reputation and 
regard, eſpecially with thoſe of the 
meaner ſort : for high hunutitics take 
ſuch deepe roote in the mindes of 
the multitude, that they are more 

ſtrongly 


$ 
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| ftrongly drawne by unprofitable cur. 
| teſics then by churliſh benefits, Inall 
| the changes of his cltate, hee was al- 
| moſt one and the ſame man : in adver. 
| ity never daunted,in proſperity never 
| ſecure x retaining till his Majcſty in 
the one,and his mildneſle in the other: 
neither did the continuance of his 
raigne bring him to a proud pot t and 
ſtately eſtceming of himſclfe , but in 
his latter yeares hee remained fo gen- 
tle and faire in carriage, that thereby 
chicfcly hee did weare out the hatred 
that was borne him, for the death of 
King Richard. Hee could not lightly 
bee drawane into any cauſe, and was 
ſtiffe and conſtant in a good : Yet 
more caſic te bee either corrupted or 
abuſed by flattering ſpeeches, then to 
bee terrihed by threats, To ſome 
men hee ſeemed too greedy of glory, 
making ſmall difference of the meancs 
whereby hee attaincd it : and indeed 
this honour in noble minds 1s :noſt 
hardly over-rulcd , and oftentimes it 
drawecth even th= wiſclt awry. But 
before I proceed any further in deſcri- 

bing 
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bing cither the qualities, or as of 
this Earle, I mult write | 


lecond, his Cofin Germaine : ſofarre' 
forth as the follies of the one, were 
either cavſcs or furthexances of the 
fortunes of the other. 

Richard Sonne to Fdward Prince 
of Wales, alittle before deceaſed, was 
after the death of King Edward the 
third , crowned King over this 
Realme of England, in the eleventh 
yeare of his age z at which yeares the 
mind of man 1s like to the potters 
earth, apt to bee wrought into any 
faſhion, and which way ſoever it 
hardneth by cuſtome, it will ſooner 
breake then bend from the ſame. 
Now the governance of the King 
at the firſt was committed to cer- 
taine Biſhops, Earles, Barons, and 
luſtices. But cither upon nicenes 
to diſcontent the King,or negligence 
to diſcharge their cuty , every one 
was more ready with pleaſang con- 
ccits to delight him, then with pro- 
firable countaile to doo him good:

{ aced {mall endeavour, and alwaycs 
findeth favour : whercas to adviſe 
that which is mcet,is a point of ſome 
paines, and many times a thanklefle 
office, Hereupon two dangerous c- 
vils did enſuc; flattery brake in, and 
ivate reſpeRs did paſlce under pub- 
like pretences, 
| 1nthetkird yeare of his Raigne,it 
| was thought mcete that this charge 
ſhould bee committed to one man, 
to avoid thereby the unneceſſary 
| waſt of the Trealur2 of the Realme, 
by dlowing yearcly Ripend unto 
many. So by the whole conſent of 
the Nobility and Commons aſſcm- 
bled together in Parliament, this of- 
fice was deputed to Lord Thomas 
Beauchampe Earle of Warwick_, and 
a competent ton was aſſigned 
him , out of the Kings Excbequer 
for his paines. But the King being 
now PRs leaſure, did 1immo- 
deratcly imſdfe to the fa- 
{youring and advancing of certaine 


{ perſons, which were both reprovea- 


ble 


of King He mn v the forth, | no | 


in all the Realmz, and this was-the 
cauſe ot two great inconveniences; 
for many young No le-men and 
brave Courtiers, having a nimble 
cyetothe ſecret favours and diſlikes 
of the King, gave over themſclyes 
to a-- Giftolute and diſhoneſt lite, 
which findeth ſome fullowers when 
it findeth na furthcrancers, much 
more when it doth flouriſh and 
thrive : the King alſoby favouring 
theſe, was himiclife little favoured 


ble in lite, and geacrally abhorred | 


wo loved of many : for it isoften- 
times as dangerous to a Prince, to 
have evill and odicns adherents, as 
to bee evill and odious himſclfe. 
The names of thele men were 4- 
lexandwr Nev, Archbiſhop of Torke, 
Robert Veere, Earlc of Oxford: Mi- 
chael Delapoole afterwards Exrle of 
S»ffolks , Robert Trifilian , Lord 
chictke Juſtice, Nicholas Brambre, 


Aldceman of London; and ccrtaine 0- 
thers of no eminency, cither by birth 
ordeſcrt, but obſcquious and pliable 
to the Kings youthfull Lamour. 
D 2 Theſe 
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Theſe were mghly in credit with 
the King : thele- were alwayos next 
anto tim , both in company and 
counſell : by theſe hee ordered his 
private acions:by theſe hee managed 
tis affaires of ſtate: hee ſpared. nei- 
ther the dignity nor deathr'of any 
man, whoſe authority and life with- 
ſtood their preferment: In ſo much 
as in the fifth yeare of his raigne, hee 


being Lord Chancellonr of England, 
(to which office hee was by aitho. 
rity of Parliament appointed, ) be- 
| cauſe hee refuſed to ſet the great 
Seale, to the grant of certaine Lands, 
which had wantonly* paſſed from 
the King : allcaging for his deniall, 
the great debts of the King;and'ſmall 
demerites of the partics upon whom 
the King might calt away and con-" 
ſume, but ſpend in good order hee 
could” not ; advertifing- him alſo to 

have teſpeR, that riote did not de- 

ccive bim underth2 terme and ſhew 

of liberality : and that gifts well or- 


dered procure not fo murh\ love, 
as 


removed Sir Richard Scroope , from |
